The steel mill, when operating, 


employed, about 1500 men m some 
capacity and these 1500 men were, 
the ^mediate support of probably 
7500 psople. That Is one out of 
every six- of our population. When 
the steel mill closed, those men and 
their families were left without any 
employment. Some of them were 
able to turn to other forms of work 
but the great majority were trained 
steel workers and cannot fit their 
lives to any other occupation As 
m result of this many of them have 
had to go to other towns to find em- 
ployment and. if the steel mill does 
not re-open In New Castle, at least 
1200 of those 1500 men will find it 
profitable to go somewhere else to 
live That will mean about eoou 
people will have to move out of New 
Castle or continue to live here and 
be supported by the community. 
either wholly or in part. Although 
many -will not be able to go else- 
where, because they cannot make 
the sacrifice which such a migration 
would require, or are held here by 
property or family ties, they -will 
suffer the humiliation of being re- 
duced from good circumstances to 
most lowly conditions. Men w h o 
have been trained and are skilled in 
a form of work that formerly paid 
them large wages will find them- 
selves reduced to common laborers. 
There is another aspect to this 


forced migration or exodus which 
necessarily will confront the ^teel 
mill workers, if our steel mill does 
not reopen, and that is his property 
Interests and the property interests 
of other citizens. Some of these 
workers have been thrifty and have 
acquired a considerable amount of 
property. If they move away, they 
do so at very great sacrifice, because 
they must leave their property be- 
hind or sell It at a greatly reduced 
price. Some of them may try to 
rent their homes and. when they do, 
those houses are put In competition 
with other rental property In the 
city. Any great movement of peo- 
ple out of the city will necessarily 
leave vacant homes and storerooms 
and will reduce the value of the pro- 
perty of those people who are left. 


So far we have considered the 


plight of the steel workers only. 
Suppose, however, that the same 
transportation problem that has 
made it unprofitable to manufacture 
steel in New Castle, -which must be 
used hundreds and thousands of 
miles away from here should have 
the same affect on the tin industry. 
Imagine, if you can. that the tin 
plate mills In the middle west and 
on the Pacific Const should succeed 


in taking away our market because 
of our high transportation charges 
and that it would be no longer prof- 
itable for the tin mills in New Castle 
to operate. 
There are employed in the tin in- 


dustry normally about 4200 men In 
the City of New Castle. They sup- 
port about 20,000 people. The Can 
Works employs about 100 people and 
they support probably 1,000 or 1,500 
people. If, then, anything happens 
that forces the tin mlUs to slvut 
down permanently or lor a consid- 
erable length of time at least, there 
will be 20,000 of New Castle's Inhab- 
itants without any means o£ sup- 
port, unless they migrate, that Is, 
leave everything they have in New 
Castle and go to some other town. 
It is very important, therefore, for 


the man who has worked in the 
steel mill or the man who is now 
working in the tin mill and for all 
those who are dependent upon him 
that the United States government 
should provide some means whereby 
the work of his hands may be trans- 
ported easily and cheaply to the 
place where it is to be used. Of 
course, there are those who criticizes 
the expenditure of money in such a 
project, but it would be better for 
the government to spend some mon- 
ey to continue the prosperity of this 
community than to have the streets 
grow up In grass and have half of 
the bouses and other buildings lying 
unused and useless. Any great shift 
in population Is always wasteful. 
Good properties are left behind to 
rot and decay, while new properties 
have to be developed in the new 
community. 
Thus far we have discussed the 


Individual plight of the steel and tin 
workers. What about the store- 
keeper, the garage man, the proper- 
ty owner. Insurance actuaries tell 
us that every individual in a com- 
munity contributes at least $2,000.00 
to the property value of the com- 
munity. If 20,000 people, therefore, 
move out of New Castle for any 
reason, the property values of New 
Castle will shrink at least $40,000,- 
000.00. When the last census was 
taken, there were almost 50,000 peo- 
ple In New Castle. It would be in- 
teresting to know whether there are 
as many now as there were four 
years ago.

In proposing to name his 
suc­ 
cessor, Hitler was adopted one of 
the most characteristic practices of 
the Caesars of old Rome. 
In his 
Reichstag speech after the "blood 
bath” of June 30, he named him­ 
self the supreme judge with power 
of life and death over the German 
people. That was Caesarism. 
He has now named himself the 
supreme war lord as well as the civil 
head of the state. That, too is Cae­ 
sarism. 
Establish Dynasty 
But in taking it upon himself to 
name his successor who will have 
all the power he had and, theoret­ 
ically at least, be just as difficult to 
dislodge. Hitler, himself childless, 
has undertaken to establish a non- 
hereditary dynasty. It ls something 
neither Mussolini, Stalin, Piisudski 
nor Mustapha Kemal have dreamed 
of doing. 
This is the meaning of Hitler’s 
edict that he would select his own 
vice-Hitler, his own vice president.

1 son, Hubert, and a daughter and son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 


Emmett Hancock—was received moslly in silence. 


This sentence is from a dispatch telling of the appearance 


in an Indianapolis theater of the members of the family of 
America's late most-wanted murderer. 


The most effective way to rid the theater—legitimate and 


movje—of objectionable features is,for the public to refuse to 
patronize them. The members of the Dillinger family have no 
claim to any special talent that would make them artists capable 
of amusing or entertaining the public. 
Their only mark of dis- 


tinction is in the relation they bore to the man whose blood- 
smeared career was ended recently by federal agents' bullets in 
Chicago. Their only appeal could be to morbid curiosity. 


The public viewed tolerantly the elder Dillinger's defense 


of his son when the outlaw was being hunted. 
It, perhaps, was 


?. bit sympathetic with the old man in the tenderness with which 
he carried his son's body home and laid it away. 
Paternal love 


is a strong thing. 


But for the members of the family to seek to exploit and 


to put to commercial use their relationship to one of the most 
notorious outlaws in the history of the country seems to be 
carrying things too far. The stage is no place for the Dilling- 
ers. 
For it to be thus used takes on too much the appearance of 


glorifying crime. 


Should silence continue to greet the appearance of the 


Dillingers, their stage career will be short—as it deserves to be.

The members of the Dillinger family have no 


claim to any special talent that would make them artists capable 
of amusing or entertaining the public. 
Their only mark of dis­ 


tinction is in the relation they bore to the man whose blood- 
smeared career was ended recently by federal agen ts’ bullets in 


Chicago. Their only appeal could be to morbid curiosity. 


The public viewed tolerantly the elder Dillinger’s defense 
of his son when the outlaw was being hunted. 
It, perhaps, was 


a bit sympathetic with the old man in the tenderness with which 


he carried his son's body home and laid it away. 
Paternal love 
is a strong thing. 


But for the members of the family to seek to exploit and

THE PUBLIC AS CENSOR 


"THE 15-minute appearance of the Dillingers—the father, a 


son, Hubert, and a daughter and son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 


Emmett Hancock—was received mostly in silence. 


This sentence is from a dispatch telling of the appearance 


in an Indianapolis theater of the members of the family of 
America's late most-wanted murderer. 


The most effective way to rid the theater—legitimate and 


movie—of objectionable features is,for the public to refuse to 
patronize them. 
The members of the Dillinger family have no 


claim to any special talent that would make them artists capable 
of amusing or entertaining the public. 
Their only mark of dis- 


tinction is in the relation they bore to the man whose blood- 
smeared career was ended recently by federal agents' bullets in 
Chicago. Their only appeal could be to morbid curiosity. 


The public viewed tolerantly the elder Dillinger's defense 


of his son when the outlaw was being hunted. 
It, perhaps, was 


a bit sympathetic with the old man in the tenderness with which 
he carried his son's body home and laid it away. 
Paternal love 


is a strong thing. 


But for the members of the family to seek to exploit and 


to put to commercial use their relationship to one of the most 
notorious outlaws in the history of the country seems to be 
carrying things too far. The stage is no place for the Dilling- 
ers. 
For it to be thus used takes on too much the appearance of 


glorifying crime. 


Should silence continue to greet the appearance of the 


Dillmgers, their stage career will be short—as it deserves to be.

At Present 


Up in the provrnce ol Quebec, 


Canada, the little town of Orlanflo 
knows nothing of the depression, 
according to O. J. H. HartsuS, who 
has recently returned from there. 
Prosperity is present in all her at- 
tractive garb and everybody is busy. 
The reason for the prosperity is gold, 
and gold is now worth S39 per ounce 
In the United States. 


A few years ago gold deposits were 


found in the hills around the little 
hamlet and immediately gold miners 
began pouring in. Quartz mining 
was started and stamp mills erected. 
Through the modern cyanide pro- 


cess the gold can be extracted from 
the quartz without leaving any of 
the precious metal.. 
Mr. Harfsuff is Interested in the 


mine and spent some time there. 
Situated far from the beaten path 
it is an anomaly in present day civ- 
ilization. 
The mine employs 2600 


men who are working every day get- 
ting out the shining yellow metal.

Hartsuff Returns 


From Gold Mining 


Region In Canada 


Interested In Mine In Orlando 


—Busy Scenes In Place 


At Present 


Up in the provrnce or Quebec, 


Canada, the little town of Orlanflo 
knows nothing of the depression, 
according to O. J. H. Hartsuff. who 
has recently returned from there 
Prosperity is present in all her at- 
tractive garb and everybody is busy 
The reason for the prosperity is gold 
and gold is now worth $39 per ounce 
In the United States. 


A few years ago gold deposits were 


lound in the hills around the little 
hamlet and immediately gold miners 
began pouring in. 
Quartz mining 


was started and stamp mills erected 
Through the modern cyanide pro- 


cess the gold can be extracted from 
the quartz without leaving any of 
the precious metal. 


Mr. Hartsuff is interested in the 


mine and spent some time there. 
Situated far from the beaten path 
it is an anomaly in present day civ- 
ilization. 
The mine employs 2600 


men who are working every day get- 
ting out the shining yellow metal. 
A modern four-story hotel has been 
erected there and the accommoda- 
tions are surprisingly good. 


For miles around the town is the 


Canadian forest. 
One travels for 


miles without seeing so much as a 
cabin. 
The Canadian government 


has made attractive offers to home- 
steaders and there are hundreds of 
people in the district now clearing 
the forest and building homes. 


Mr. Hartsuff expects to return 


there again in the near future. 


Pittsburgh dairymen r e c e n t l y 
raised their prices for milk to 11 
cents a quart.

Michigan and at the same time, 
dam the Detroit river to shut off 
Cleveland's competition, the spend- 
ing of so much money might ac- 
complish local good, but even then, 
not national good. 


A canal here would, just now, 
upset national plans. 
When you

being of the whole tree that counts? 
Local selfishness and the pork bar- 
rel tactics to gratify it, are the 
cause of many of our troubles, and; 
if it be possible, that any wish an 
end to their troubles, its opposite 
must become the prevailing scheme. 
But why, pray tell me, a canal? 


Can you not find canal beds ga- 
lore, that float nothing but mos- 
quito eggs, and have you not read 
of the old canal boat days? If you 
think them a wonderful source of 
employment, where men work and 
live and help build our cities, go 
look at the first one you can find 
and ask the first captain you can 
find when he pays his taxes, how 
many employes he has, and how 
much he pays them and where they 
Jay their taxes. If it is the old 
customs that appeal, we can find 
nany other customs of the old days, 
;hat we could emulate more profit- 
ably. How many of us have two 
automobiles? 
How many can af- 


!prd it? 
Yet we think that, na- 


tionally, we can afford a number of 
Jifferent ways of transportation. 
Events are fast disproving such a 
theory. 


Are you buying any 
railroad 


stock now? Why not? Would you 
:are to have the railroads work for 
you a little next winter when the 
dds are skating on the canal? 
When you want to go places, I am 
assuming that the kids skates will 
fit you and that your rheumatism 
will permit you to use them. Any- 
how, disregarding sarcasm and eco- 
nomic facts alike, the railroads .are 
here and of you don't think you 
own them, look up the financial 
statement of your insurance com- 
pany. And if you think that gov- 
ernment ownership of them would 
be a great idea, ask your city and 
county treasurer's what proportion 
of the total tax the railroad and 
its employes pay. 


There are better ways of solving 


our national transportation 
prob- 


lems than the following of a plan 
which the Panama, the Suez, and 
the Soo are practically the only 
profitable examples, unless, perhaps, 
public opinion has become so gen- 
erous that it goes about searching 
out ways by which it can itself pay 
for other people's tickets. I have 
no doubt that if that be the case, 
Jt wili find the railroads amenable 
to any offers that the least gener- 
ous of them will be snapped up as 
the product of the famous goose. 


Personally, as a taxpayer, and as 


an employe of the railroads, I can't 
rouse my own enthusiasm over pay- 
ing for another fellow's transporta- 
tion, at the same time, being guilty 
of burning my employers bridges 
under his tracks. I cannot see 
where such a policy could da other 
than put me, with many of my good 
friends, in the country's care. Nor 
can I see even justice in recruiting 
the Boy Scouts, of which many 
railroad men's sons are members, 
m the purpose of endangering their 
own bread and butter, and this last 
part of the sentence above does not 
only apply to the railroad men's 
sons.
